In 2008, the Institute launched a global initiative for a new treaty on crimes against 
humanity. Following the Institute’s lead, in 2013 the UN International Law Commission 
took up the topic and in 2014 moved it to its active agenda following an Experts’ Meeting 
convened by the Institute at the Geneva Academy.
